Students To Learn 


About Operation 
Of States Banks 


ORLANDO—It is now possible 
for high school students to learn 
about banks, how they’ operate, 
and: their importance to the com- 
munity, according to an announce- 
ment made here today by J. Car- 
lisle Rogers, Chairman of the Flor- 
ida Bankers Association Public 
Relations Committee. Mr. Rogers 
also is Vice President of the First 
National Bank, Leesburg. 

Under ‘the plan known as the 
Posterama Program which is be- 
ing launched on a state wide basis, 
teachers of business studies, social 
science, history, economics, current 
problems, home economics: and the 
like, will have materials made 
available to them by bankers in 
Florida through the cooperation uf 
the State Department of Educa- 
tion, County Superintendents, and 
local High School ‘Principals. ° 

Mr. Rogers stated that ‘In the 
Posterama Program may be found 
the necessary and modern teaching 
materials which make the chore of 
teachnig money and banking an 
easy one. Using poster, chart and 
pictograph, a series Ge wall charts 
combined with working materials 
for both student and teacher, helps 
the teacher portray America’s 
complex economic and financial 
machinery. In fact, through such 
teaching aids, factual and un- 
biased as they are, teachers and. 
educators feel that the true story 
of our free ehterprise system can 
be given life and vitality in the 
class room and will help stem the 
tide of loose thinking which is a 
matter of grave concern to the 
businessmen and educators. alike.” 

At present there are five units 
in the Posterama Program. Each 
unit presents some phase of bank- 
ing service and its importance to 
the community. The teacher may 
present the entire program in five 
sessions, or ten sessions, depending 
upon tke time that is ‘available. 
Selected reference readings, activ~ 
ity projects, and: direct contacts 
end visits with local banks, are 
recommended to teachers to round 
out the theme of the Posterama 
Program. Every County Superin- 
tendent and every bank in. the 
state has a set. of the materials. 
Teachers and principals are being 
urged to examine the program 
with a view to its installation dur- 
ing the coming fall school term.

Twenty-five pure food inspect- 
ors under the supervision of Pnil 


S. Taylor, Director of the Inspec- - 


tion Buréau of the Department of 
Agricultute, are working daily in 
wholesale and retail food stores, 
cold storage plants, and markets 
dispensing food, items. These in- 
spectors, . according to Natham 
Mayo, Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture, are charged with the respor.- 
sibility of detecting spoflages, 
candling and grading of eggs, and 
live and dréssed 
poultry, as well as checking the 
general sanitary appearance of the 
food outlet. They also carry a high- 
ly sensitive set of balances an 
weights with which to weigh items 
of food which are packaged eith- 
er by the manufacturer or the lo- 
cal merchant, 

During the month of August 
5 men, in addition to their 
other duties, are checking bread. 
rolls, and other bakery products 
to ascertain whether or not tha 


customer is getting. what he pays 


for. During: the first seven mont as 
of 1948, 47,787 packages of food 
were weighed, and whenever short- 
ages occured, either Stop Sales. 
were ordered or the dealer request- 
ed to bring the items up, to the de- 
clared net weight: 

In pointing out the accuracy ot 
the merchants’ in weighing of 
packages in advance of sale, Mr 
Mayo stated that since the 
Weights and Measures Law be- 
came effective not one of Florida’s 
retail or wholesale merchants has 
faced prosecution for vollation of 
the Weights and Measures Law. 
He stated, however, that some 
shortages had been found, due in.
